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Council, APB, ACE to Meet 
On Middle School Plans

The proposed Greenbelt 
Middle School will be the topic 
of discussion next Wednesday, 
March 5 at 7:30 p.m. at a com- 
bined meeting of the city’s Ad- 
visory Planning Board and the 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion. Prince George’s County 
Public School (PGCPS) staff will 
attend and will respond to Mayor 
Judith Davis’ October 25 letter 
in which she raised council’s 
concerns dealing with the middle 
school. The public is invited to 
attend the meeting, which will be 
held in the Community Center, 
Room 201. 

In the letter Davis, on behalf 
of council, thanked Lawrence 
Fryer, Jr., of PGCPS and staff 
for attending council’s meeting 
on October 22 to present the 
concept for the proposed school. 
She noted that council had vot- 
ed unanimously to support the 
school’s design. However, the 
letter had also indicated that “a 
number of issues and concerns” 
needed to be addressed and that 
the school system had expressed 
a firm commitment to work di- 
rectly with the city to satisfacto- 
rily address them. 

Pleased that the facility will be 
a two-level green school, which 
would “lessen its footprint,” Da- 


vis also expressed council’s ap- 
preciation for the promise of 
lighted athletic fields. 

Some concerns expressed in 
the letter include predicted stu- 
dent capacity, the “feasibility of 
flipping the proposed building/ 
parking layout so that the new 
school building is closer to the 
remaining historic building,” that 
the new structure be designed 
with the “original architectural 
elements” incorporated within 
the school and that there be a 
pedestrian connection between 
the proposed new school and the 
remaining historic building. 

Council also requested safe 
pedestrian access to the proposed 
building for walkers from Ber- 
wyn Heights. They asked that 
a public forum be held in the 
next month or two to present 
the school’s concept to the three 
communities served by Greenbelt 
Middle School — Greenbelt, Ber- 
wyn Heights and College Park. 

Council also wanted to address 
reducing the number of parking 
spaces to provide “planting 1s- 
lands and other means to lessen a 
‘heat island’” effect. Buffering of 
the bus lot, “both from Greenbelt 
Road and from the various uses 
on the school site” is among the 
council’s concerns. 


Historical Society Library 
Begins Move to Greenbelt

A collection of historical ma- 
terials has, of course, its own 
history. And with the move to 
Greenbelt, the Fred S. DeMarr 
Library of the Prince George’s 
County Historical Society adds 
a new chapter to its somewhat 
complicated story. 

Begun as a private collection 
by the late Fred DeMarr, it soon 
outgrew its space in his personal 
residence and was moved to the 
aging Riversdale Mansion on 
Riverdale Road in what is now 
known as Riverdale Park. 

At that time the mansion had 
become the property of the Prince 
George’s County Park and Plan- 
ning Commission (PGCPPC) and 
was being used as office and 
storage space. 

DeMarr’s collection of books 
and periodicals and papers were 
given accommodations in a sec- 
ond-floor room of the building 
now set aside for exhibit space as 
a children’s room. 

The historical society’s collec- 
tion, which was stored in mul- 
tiple boxes, kept growing and 
growing. 

Soon its very weight became 
a liability as the ancient floor 
of this early 19th-century struc- 
ture began to groan. To save 
the building, the contents of the 
historical society collection were 


quickly moved to the first-floor 
room at the west end of the struc- 
ture in its former carriage house. 

And here it remained until 
PGCPPC decided to renovate and 
exhibit the building as a historic 
property. The year was 1985. 

New Home 

As a piece of good luck from 
the point of view of the soci- 
ety, another historic home be- 
came available for the library 
when a local organization of 
quilters vacated premises they 
had been occupying. This was 
basement space at Marietta Man- 
sion on Bell Station Road in 
Glenn Dale. 

At that time members of 
the society handled the move 
themselves, said one-time presi- 
dent “Dusty” Rhodes. Besides 
Rhodes, they included local histo- 
rian Alan Virta, Rhodes’ son and 
Herb Embry. 

Greenbelt Move 

This library is now in the pro- 
cess of moving to Greenbelt into 
space already redecorated in a 
cheerful yellow by Petro Design 
Builders, a company headed by 
society president John Petro. On 
Monday this week, movers were 
carrying in filing cabinets, book 
Shelves, desks, chairs and boxes

GAIL to Hold Four 
Senior Focus Groups 


The Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living (GAIL) program in con- 
junction with the Greenbelt Se- 
nior Activities program will hold 
a series of four focus groups 
beginning in March. The goal 
of the focus groups is to assess 
the aging-in-place needs of two 
target groups. Each focus group, 
two for each of the targeted age 
ranges, will meet for a two-hour 
session. The size of each group 
is limited to 12 participants. 

Ages 66 and Over 

The first group, to be held 
on two Saturdays, March 8 and 
March 22 from 10 a.m. to noon, 
is for seniors 66 and over. This 
group will discuss current pro- 
grams available to them through 
the GAIL program and ways 
to improve them. It will also 
concentrate on ways to empower 
these seniors to successfully age 
in their homes and will focus on 
barriers to services, mechanisms 
for service delivery, reasons why 
they would leave Greenbelt and 
other life-changing decisions they 
may encounter. 

Ages 50 to 65 

The second focus group, to 
be held on Monday, March 17 
from 10 a.m. to noon or | to 3 
p.m., targets 50- to 65-year-old 
residents. The goal of this group 
is to determine their future ex- 
pectations for aging services for 
the first wave of Greenbelt Baby 
Boomers, assess their aging-in- 
place goals and help the GAIL 
and Greenbelt Senior Activities 
programs begin to shape the future 
programs and services that will 
be offered and modes of delivery. 
The focus group will discuss the 
role of technology and how it will 
shape future programs and services 
offered by GAIL and the Senior 
Activities Program Office and how 
it can better serve residents cur- 
rently in their homes. 

As the graying of Greenbelt 
continues it 1s important that 
residents help the city’s senior 
services shape programs to best 
suit their needs. Focus group 
participants will take a pre-test 
to determine their knowledge of 
existing programs and services 
and a post-test. The purpose of 
the focus groups is to enlist help 
from residents to identify what 
is needed for the city’s GAIL 
and Senior Activities programs 
to continue to provide innovative 
programs and services to Green- 
belt seniors.

Rev. Hamlin Earns Scholarship 
To Political Advocacy Meeting 


Greenbelt activist and pas- 
tor of Greenbelt Community 
Church Rev. Dan Hamlin has 
been awarded a scholarship to 
attend the nation’s largest an- 
nual gathering of Christian peace 
and justice activists, Ecumenical 
Advocacy Days, in Washington, 
D.C. The conference trains reli- 
gious advocates in how to speak 
out on policy issues to political 
leaders. 

The scholarship, one of 10 
awarded nationwide by New 
York-headquartered Church 
World Service (CWS), honors 
local poverty and hunger activ- 
ists who have shown exceptional 
leadership in the agency’s pov- 
erty and hunger fighting cam- 
paigns. CWS is a humanitarian 
relief agency supported in part 
by 35 Protestant, Orthodox and 
Anglican denominations in the 
United States. 

CROP Walks 

Hamlin has served as pastor 
of Greenbelt Community Church 
for 23 years. 


He is an avid supporter of the 
CWS CROP (Communities Re- 
sponding to Overcome Poverty) 
Hunger Walks and has promoted 
and participated in every CROP 
Walk since he arrived in Green- 
belt in 1984. 

Each year, some 2,000 com- 
munities across the country 
sponsor CROP Walks to raise 
awareness and funds for lo- 
cal hunger-fighting efforts and 
to support the overall work of 
CWS. During his first year 
in Greenbelt Hamlin’s church 
turned out 12 walkers. Last 
year 88 walkers represented the 
250-member church and raised 
$12,912, making the walk one 
of the top 50 in the United 
States. Several years ago the 
church added the “Souperbowl 
of Caring,” a special offering 
on Superbowl Sunday to benefit 
CWS. 

The conference will cover 
issues such as immigration, fair 
trade and the impact of U.S. poli- 
cies on other countries.

Comcast Cable has officially 
notified the city of its recent 
letters to local customers requir- 
ing removal of the A/B switch 
on digital boxes that had been 
installed on the back of their 
television sets.

Teachers, interpreters and stu- 
dents create a fun, accessible 
class for deaf and hearing stu- 
dents alike every Friday eve- 
ning at Greenbelt Om Com- 
munity Yoga in its second floor 
studio over the movie theater 
in Roosevelt Center. The en- 
ergy runs high but the decibel 
level is really low when the 
weekly sign-interpreted yoga 
class begins. 

While teacher Joel Moodie 
guides hearing students through 
a normal level I yoga class, sign 
interpreter Jamie Yost or Folami 
Ford addresses the growing group 
of deaf students in the class us- 
ing American Sign Language 
and pointing out specific things 
on Moodie’s body — the align- 
ment of a knee, the angle of a 
foot. Yost and Ford, both yoga 
students themselves, often get 
quite a workout just trying to 
stay within the line of sight of 
the deaf students as the students 
move into postures that turn their 
heads in a different direction or 
fold themselves forward (which 
inverts their gaze and points it to 
the back of the room.)

Moodie has observed that the 
deaf students in his classes often 
“get” new postures more quickly 
because they are so adept at 
minute visual observation of the 
poses as he demonstrates them. 

Yost and Ford, both employed 
by Gallaudet University, are kept 
busy refining their interpretation 
techniques, along with plenty of 
help from a core of dedicated 
deaf students. The interpretation 
method they use is a collaborative 
work in progress.

2 Bedroom Townhome 
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Proposed WSSC Budget 
Ups Fees for Pipelines 


The Commissioners of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) have sub- 
mitted a preliminary budget for 
Fiscal Year 2009 (FY0O9) that 
targets aging infrastructure and 
addresses increasing operational 
costs. 

WSSC proposes a $1.01 billion 
Capital and Operating Budget for 
FY09. Included in the proposal 
is a 9.5 percent rate increase to 
pay the escalating costs of opera- 
tional necessities such as power, 
chemicals and fuel. This rate 
increase will add approximately 
$4.47 per month to the average 
residential customer’s bill. 

In addition to the rate increase, 
the proposal calls for the creation 
of an infrastructure renewal fee 
dedicated to the replacement of 
water and sewer mains and other 
parts of the infrastructure. The 
fee is fixed depending on the 
customer’s meter size and would 
not change for 10 years. Mon- 
ies collected would be held in a 
separate fund that could only be 
used to pay for water and sewer 
infrastructure replacement. For 
the average residential customer, 
the fee proposed would be ap- 
proximately $20 per month. 

Basis of Fee 

The proposal for the infra- 
structure renewal fee is based 
on the WSSC 30-Year Utility 
Master Plan being developed in 
cooperation with Montgomery 
and Prince George’s County offi- 
cials. The first phase of the plan 
was released earlier this year and 
findings were used to create a 
10-year fiscal plan designed to 1n- 
crease infrastructure replacement 
while spreading the cost over 
time. The FY09 budget proposal 


accounts for the first year of the 
10-year fiscal plan. 

Among the major findings of 
phase one of the master plan: 

Approximately 50 percent of 
the entire water distribution sys- 
tem will reach or exceed its use- 
ful life by 2025, including over 
85 percent of smaller diameter 
cast iron pipe. Out of the nearly 
5,500 miles of water mains, al- 
most 1,400 miles are more than 
50 years old and approximately 
2,500 miles are between 25 and 
50 years old. 

Additionally, three types of 
sewer pipes are in poor condition 
and several drainage basins will 
require significant attention over 
the next 30 years. 

Track Record 

WSSC is the 8th largest water 
and wastewater utility in the na- 
tion, serving nearly 1.8 million 
residents in Prince George’s and 
Montgomery counties. WSSC 
Operates and maintains seven 
water and wastewater plants, 
nearly 5,500 miles of fresh 
water pipeline and over 5,300 
miles of sewer pipeline. In its 
89-year history, there has never 
been a drinking water-quality 
violation. 

“No one looks forward to rais- 
ing utility rates,” said Andrew D. 
Brunhart, WSSC general man- 
ager. “Aging infrastructure is a 
nationwide challenge affecting 
us all. We need to renew our 
water and wastewater systems at 
a much faster rate to ensure reli- 
ability and availability of these 
vital services for ourselves and 
future generations. This is about 
ensuring continuous service of 
safe, clean water — something we 
often take for granted.”
